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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Office has withdrawn all rejections raised in the Final Rejection mailed 1/25/2007. 

2. After a thorough search, and in light of the prior art of record, claims 1-7, 18-19, 8-15, 17 
and 16 (renumbered as 1-19) are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to techniques for performing forced grid line spacing by 
crating a text arrangement region that includes the current grid line and at least one subsequent 
grid line, when the height of the text exceeds a threshold value. 

The closest prior art, Verhelst et al (US 5,068,809), is directed to a desktop publishing 
system for managing documents, including the resizing of grid lines. Further, the cited Hollett 
(US 4,891,770) reference is directed to CAD system processes for creating regions, i.e., blocks, 
of various sizes within a document. 

These references do not disclose demarcating an arrangement region that includes the 
current line and at least one subsequent line in the grid where the arrangement region defines a 
new line with respect to the grid for arranging a plurality of characters, when then height of the 
text is larger that a specified dimension for the grid.
